Dr.  Carl  Holliday,  head  of  the  De¬ 
partment  of  English,  has  recently 
sent  to  press  his  latest  literary  pro¬ 
duction  Old  Prof.  Dickson  and  Other 
Poems,  to  be  published  by  Thomas 
Seltzer,  New  Yedc  City. 

This  volume,  bearing  the  name  of 
the  introductory  poem,  consists  of  a 
collection  of  verse,  which  has  receiv¬ 
ed  wide  publication  in  Scribner’s, 
and  other  outstanding  American  mag¬ 
azines.  Various  types  of  poetry  are 
used,  each  written  with  an  easy  and 
natural  style. 

Old  Prof.  Dickson  is  the  second 
volume  of  poems  written  by  Dr.  Holi¬ 
day,  the  first,  Cotton  Pickers  and 
Other  Poems,  appeared  some  years 
ago,  and  was  so  successful  that  the 
edition  has  been  exhausted  several 
years.  Appreciation  is  keenly  felt  by 
Southerners  who  have  read  these  col¬ 
lections,  bceause  they  serve  as  an  in¬ 
spiration  to  coming  poets  of  this  sec¬ 
tion,  and  encourage  them  to  seek 
this  field  of  expression. 

Among  the  works  of  this  eminent 
author,  totaling  fifteen,  are  these 
•two  volumes  of  poems,  a  book  of 
short  stories,  several  studies  in  Am- 
merican  literature,  text  books,  and 
others,  the  most  recent  being  an  his¬ 
torical  novel  now  on  the  press,  I  Sat 
By  the  Gate  Beautiful.  Besides 
there  he  was  written  numerous  arti¬ 
cles  which  have  been  published  in 
magazines  and  papers  in  America, 
England,  and  France.  For  more  than 
a  year  he  was  special  article  writer 
for  the  New  York  Evening  Po#t. 

Besides  enjoying  the  reputation  of 
being  among  the  foremost  authors  of 
today,  Dr.  Holiday  has  done  a  great 
work  along  the  line  of  journalism 
in  colleges.  He  founded  the  school 
of  journalism  at  the  University  of 
Montana,  and  later  continued  work 
in  this  field  as  Dean  at  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Toledo.  Next  year  he  will 
introduce  this  subject  into  the  curri-

Pbr  the  past  year,  Dr.  Holliday 
has  served  in  the  capacity  of  head 
of  the  Department  of  English,  of  this 
College,  giving  valuable  assistance  in 
many  ways.  He  came  here  from  the 
College  of  the  City  of  New  York,  the 
largest  college  in  America,  having 
twenty-three  thousand  regular  stu¬ 
dents,  he  was  a  teacher  in  the  sum¬ 
mer  session  white  there.

She  was  a  class  officer  for  two  years, 
was  Associate  Editor  of  the  college 
publication  1924-1925,  and  received 
her  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  in  June.  1 

The  subject  of  her  address,  “A 
Survey  of  Georgia  Orators  Since 
1865,”  dealt  as  the  subject  implies, 
with  the  post-war  orators  of  Georgia.
